The vote of South Carolina in 


was 72,270 Republican and 
Democratic. 
The majority given to 


D. Grant was 49,587. In 1876 Presi- 


dent Hayes was given a majority ol jnst 
890, and in 1878 tbe Republicans did 
not dare to nominate a Republican 
against Wade Hampton, and only thirty- 
six Republican votes were cast in the 
State. Population by the last census, 
289,667 white, and 415,814 colored. 
Legislature: Democrats, 150; Republi- 
cans, 8. 
In Alabama Grant's majority in 1872 


was 10,826. Tilden's majority in 1876 
was 33,772, and at the last State elec- 
tion the Republicans, as in South Caro- 
lina, did not dare to norrinate a State 
ticket. 
The popnlation in 1870 was 


521,285 white, and 472.510 colored. 
The present Legislature contains 128 
Democrats and 3 Republicans. 


In Louisiana the Republican vote in 


1872 
was 71,673, but in 1879 it had 


dwindled to 26,611. 
The Republican 


majority of 14,634 in 1872 has changed 
to a Democratic majority of 27,333 in 
1879. The census returns of 1870 show 
562,036 whites, and 364,210 colored. 
The Legislature stands 107 Democrats 
and 22 Republicans. 


The changes which have taken place 


in the majorities in these States under 
the Democratic policy of terrorism and 
fraud are so remarkable as to carry 
their own condemnation. It is in the 
the South that the Democratic party 
does its perfect work, and Republicans 
have been taught by midnight murders 
and whippings, by social ostracism and 
by the tyranny of employers, that the 
less they have to do with politics the 
better. Yet in the face of this General 
Hancock has the assurance to prate us 
about "a full vote, free ballot and fair 
count!"

The present representative ratio is 


131,425 of population, and this on the 
popnlation of 1870, 38,000,000, gives 
293 members of Congress. The new 
census will show a population of about 
49,000,000, and if the present repre- 
sentative ratio shall be preserved it will 
increase the number of members in the 
House to 375. But Congress has here- 
tofore sht/wn an unwillingness to in- 
crease'the membership of the House be- 
yond 300, and it is probable it will 
make that number the divisor in deter- 
mining the new ratio. If it should, tbe 
new ratio will be about 163,000, in which 
event instead of all the States that have 
made considerable gains in popnlation 
being allotted additional members, only 
those would receive additional mem- 
bers that have made large gains in pop- 
ulation, while all those that have made 
only inconsiderable gains would lose. 
One reason for keeping the number of 
representatives at 300 is that a consid- 
erable increase could not be conven- 
iently accommodated in the present 
Representatives' 
hall in the Capitol. 


In his speech at Stauntou, Virginia, 


to the Democracy of that city, on Mon- 
day, July 26, Wade Hampton, a United 
States Senator, and the same who, in 
seconding the nomination of W. Scott 
lancock, pledged to him, with fiery 
nthnsiasm, the 138 votes of the solid 
South, said:

For the absence of any atmos- 
pheric diffusion of light permits the 
constellations to shine out with a dis- 
tinctness which is never paralleled on 
earth.

The Pleasures of the Andes. 


The leaves cut like razors, and their 


points pierce like needles. The moun- 
tains hereabouts are everywhere sat- 
urated like sponges, through the inces- 
sant rains, and for days we waded rather 
than wtlked over them. The puma, 
tapir, and bears are common around 
Sarattrcu, and their tracks are very nu- 
merous. I saw one magnificent bear 
crashing through the crane as though it 
quite enjoyed it, and ethers of my party 
saw tapiis. One morning we found 
puma-tracks round our tent, but we did 
nut see the brute. 


Wild and savage cattle are also nu- 


merous around Saraurcu, and are some- 
times of great size and power. 
They 


are escaped cattle or the descendants of 
escaped cattle, from the farm around 
Cayambe, and are sometimes very fero- 
cious. There were two immense bulls 
that we saw several times, which trotted 
about at an amazing pace, and took 
leaps like chamois. 
J. A. Carrel was 


one day trying to do a Iktle bit of ex- 
ploration, and was attacked from the 
rear by these beasts. He was looking 
over a precipice, peering into the fog, 
when hearing some noise behind he 
turned round and saw them approach- 
ing from opposite directions with low- 
ered heads, ready to give him a lift 
over. He bolted up a little peak, with 
both close in pursuit, and they kept 
him a prisoner for, I think, a couple of 
hours. Whenever he tried to escape 
they rushed at him, but at last he suc- 
ceeded by a feint in enticing them both 
to tbe same side, and scrambled down 
the other and outwitted them.—[E.

This is a time when, as Americans, 


we feel like doing a little boasting. One 
hundred and four years ago, when we 
declared ourselves to be a free and in- 
dependent people, oar population was 
less than 3,000,000. To-day, according 
to General Walker's rough estimate, it 
is 48,000,000. Boston was then an in- 
significant village, so far as population 
was concerned, and Sew England had 
but a lew scattering schools and two 
colleges. The entire country had bat 
thirty-seven newspapers, and the best 
ol them were not. equal to the wont 
weeklies printed to-day in the mush- 
room towns of the Rocky mountain 
region. In 1789 we had but seventy- 
five postoffices, and the mails were oar 
ried ou horseback over 1900 miles ol 
road, at an expense ol $39,000 per year 
To-day we have 33,000 postoffices, new 
ones are being established daily, and 
the mails are carried over 265,000 miles 
of postroads, at an annual expense ol 
$29,000,000. We have nearly a quarter 
of a million miles ol telegraph wire. 
We have 141,629 school houses, 63,085 
churches, 762 daily newspapers, and 
over 9,000 periodicals of all kinds. Oar 
farms are valued at not leas than $9,- 
262,803,861, our farming implements at 
$336,878,423, and our live stock at $1,- 
525,276,457. Our farm products, in a 
single year, have brought us $2,447,- 
538,658, and in the same time, we have 
paid in farm wages, $310,276,285. Our 
crops are bountiful, yes, enormous, and 
oar exports have reached nearly $475, 
000,000 in twelve months. Our manu- 
factures are prosperous. 
In cotton 


goods we challenge the world. In one 
year our 960 mills turned out cloth 
enough to encircle the earth twentj 
times, if made into one piece, with still 
enough left to make every human being 
a suit of clothes, and furnish each with 
pieces for patching.
